On 3/23/81, a meeting was held at the Newark Strike 
Force at the request of attorney Oscar Goodman, Las Vegas, 
Nevada, and Charles McNealis, attorney, Washington, D.C., 
representing the defendants Peter DeLamos, Paul Bendetti, 
and Dennis Mastro. Goodman acted as a spokesman and made 
a plea offer that the defendants Mastro and Bendetti would 
plead to a Federal Travel Act violation with the government's 
recommendation to the sentencing judge for a non -custodial 
sentence. Peter DeLamos would agree to plead in Las Vegas 
to a State charge for violation of Las Vegas Gaming Laws.
